isters tiiis testing program. 

New dates for ue testing 
of prospective teachers are: 
November 11, 1972, and 
January 27, April 7, and 
July 21* li73.- ^ teste 
will be given at nearly 500 
locations throu^out the 
United States, ETS said. 

Results of the Natioqfil 
Teacher Examinations are 
used by many large school 
districts as one of several 
factors in the selection of 
new teachers and several 
states for certification or 
licensing of teachers. 

Some .colleges also re- 
quire all seniors preparing 
to teach to take the exami- ' 
nations. The school systems

If the stodent* s "adjusted 
family income" is less than'

~ r e p a ymenl - b e t w ^ es tt 9 and 
12 months after the stodent 
leaves school or graduates. 

The tonus are available 
to stttdetifo attending col- 
leges and univec8ttiea..jimL 
vocational schools. 

They are jpiaiahteM by 
a State or private nonprofit 
agency or msured b^ tbe

The Education Amend- 
ment of 1972, which be- 
came effective July 1, 1972, 
called for an analysis of 
the student's need for a 
loan by his educational 
institotion. ^ .

State Senator Robert A. 
Rovner (R-PhikKielphia) hit 
the nail squarely on the 
head when he declared re- 
cently: "It is necessary 
for the Pennsylvania legie- " 
lature to act favorably on 
the subject of 18-year«pld 
drinking in the very hear 
future.'* 

His warning is timely. 
Just about, four months from 
now, New Jersey will lower 
its legal drinking age to 18. 

Thus our neighboring state 
wilt become the fifteenth 
state in the union to fall in- 
to step with continuing 
movement throughout the na- 
tion to grant adult rights to 
18^ar-olds. 

A number of other states 
have set the le|^l drinking 
age at 49, — 

PennsyWania, however, 
although it has adopted leg- 
islation to give all the priv- 
ileges of ^ulthood to 18- 
year-olds, has refused to 
incljiide that of purchasing 
or eottsuniing iil<^oUe 
beveriNges. 

Representative Rovner 
sees the change in New 
-Jersey's law qi January 4" 
putting pressure on the 
Pennsylvania legislature to 
change its attitude towaid 
18-year-old drinking. 

Rovner pointed out that 
with New Jersey lowering 
its drinking age, young peo- 
ple can now travel to three 
Wfoioflding states to buy or 
ccnsume alcohol. 

thoudit in 
iaiwi;*TO9Viier said, 'Twill 
support the 1)111 to allow 18- 
year-olds to drink in Penn- 
sylvania because it is a lot 
aafer to keep the young peo-* 
pie in our state than to force 
them to drive across state 
lines.** 

Rovner was referring to 
the fact that New York and 
West Virginia, both contig- 
uous states to Pennsylvania 
already h&ve lowered their 
drinking age m that with 
the addition of New Jersey 
on January 1, there will be 
three surrounding states 
from which young folks oan 
purchase liquor. ^ 

In announcing his inten- 
tion to push for adoption of 
the 18-year-old drinking 
measure, Rovner made it 
cltsar that while he was not 
saying that ** 18-year-olds 
should drink, but if they do 
we should keep them in 
Pennsylvania rather than . 
force ijienj to drive distances 
-fiilt oflhe state."

He was arrested before he 
could accomplish the deed, 
and began the first of his 
several terms in English and 

Irish jails jfor illegal political 
activities. Out of his first 
eimerifflice came his best- 
•dlw, "Borstal Boy, "a Bor- 
stal being the BritieJLJtame 
for "a reform school. 

It is the bish struggle a- 
gainst England that, impels 
the action of "The Hostage**, 
hut the airthor deplores the 
patnotic excesses op— botb-

r _ _ Tlie New Calendar 

There has been some talk lately in regard to the new 
academic calendar under which Mansfield is operating 
this year. It seems, acGording to a regulation of the 
State 3oard of Education, issued March 14. 1969, that 
**an academic year shall consist of class sessions for 
a period of at least thirty ftdl weeks, or' tbe equivalent, 
exclusive of r^stration, examinations and holidays,*' 

The current calendar, consisting of two 14-week 
semesters, is clearly in violation of this regulation. 
Does tiiis mean that ire once again must go through the 
time-consuming process of drawing up a new calendar? 
It's fairly evident that most students on this campus 
prefer to en<d the semester before the Christos break. 
Could it be that in the haste to do ^o. the calendar 
committees completely overlooked the state regulations? 

According to the ^' past practice*' clause in the Col- 
lective Bargaining Agreement, "present procedure as 
to '^'scheduling classes and scheduling other duties 
during ttie academic year shaU be changed only to the 
extent and in such manner as such changes have be^ 
adopted in recent years." 

When should the changes be made? Who will be 
responsible for making the proper changes in the sched- 
ule? Regardless of what hai)|»w,^ enttoe student 
body will be afftected.

In last week's editorial entitled **Open Visitation,** 
we mentioned that there would be Open House on Home- 
contarg ileiMid. Unfortunately, this was not true in 
some ddrms. 

But, &st. Open House should be <jiefmed. According 
to M^. Joseph R. Moresco, Associate Dean of Students, 
"Anyone can ccHoe in and look around. . .uninvited** 
without signing in or out. It is an open. invitation to 
anypne who wants to see the dorms as opposed to 
visitation, (what the upperclassmen have now) which is 
on a more personal basis whereupon the host must 
sign-in one or more guests to the room for social or 
study activi^es. 

There was no Open House last week because the 
newly elected dorm councils never submitted any peti- 
tions to any of the' Deans of Students: Mr. Rodney C. 
Kelchner, Mrs. Barbara Paskvan and Mr. Moresco men- 
tioned' above. The petition is the legal prftcess by 
which the dorm council may make requests for th^ 
donn. ^ 

Most of the councils never had a meeting to request 
Open House, but actually a meeting was not even 
needed. The executive officers who were elected Ijy 
the, students for each dorm on Sept^27 could have sent 
in the petition right away without waiting for the Hoor 
representative to be elected. So, jwhy the 3elay? 

The only dorms that had Open House were North, 
Hickory, and Ojik->the freshmen dorms. We give them 
much credit for dieir initiative and alertness while the 
uppgi-classmen languished. ^ ■ 

We advise the dorm councils to be on the alert and 
we hope we will have Open House this weekendr

On Encounter Groups

A student can become 
involved in an encounter 
group for many reasons. If 
he is feeling lonely, afraid, 
or has difficulty getting 
along with people, or makini 
friends. 

However, Mr. Salter clar* 
fled that last point by saying 
,that an encounter group is 
not a lonely hearts club and 
not a place to simply fmd 
ftiendSt although friendships 
do develop. 

Rather, he stressed that 
an encoupter group is a 

fdace to work out tne prob- 
ems within oneself which 
possibly cause diffjcuities 
m making firiends. 

One of the main functions 
of groups of this nature is to 
help the student leam about 
himself through interaction 
with the others in the group. 
Mr. Salter said the **teau&r 
of it is that the student is 
in charge of his own learn- 
ing." 

Students can le|m by 
listening to suggestions from 
_the grgup^juubinen deciding 
^Miemr br not to act upon it. 

Also, the groups help each 
individual to gain more in- 
sight into their own problems 
and the problems <n odim. 

Mr. Salter stressed, how- 
ever, that trust and intimacy 
within a group does not 
happen overnight. It usually 
takes a few weeks for people 
to start feeling at ease and 
begin to trusl^aeh wl 
the leadCT. ; - .1 

The leader's fiinction is 
an important one, as he must 
always keep the group under 
control ana make sure that 
no one is hurt, either physi- 
cally or emotionally. 



When he feels that an in* 
dividual is being excessively 
^ itet the group is 
either si^mg or doing, then 
he imm ediately puts an end 
to ik , 

Mr. Salter emphasized, 
however, that in ul aoups 
there hais to be some oejpee 
of Inirt involved. Learning 
about oneself and adjusting 
to the group is never easyy 
and a certain inosm l ff f ton 
IS eiqierienced by eveiydiie. 

Ejncounter groups are not 
clo^ to anyone, although 
Mr. Salter stated that he does 
interview students beforehand 
to de^imine if the student 
will be helped favorably by 
joinayi t erou p oCtl^la^^ 

In rare cases when he 
feels that students may ijeed 
psvchiatric help, he then 
refers them, to a psychiatrist* 



He also stated that no 
long-term patients can be 
taken at the counseling cen- 
ter and that, in these cases,^ 
the students are referred to a 
psychiatrist. 



Mr. Salter also spoke about 
other aspects of the Coun- 
seling Center. He stated 
that all students can avail 
themselves of the services 
cxffered. 

A $20 fee has alrea^ been 
paid for by freshmen, trans- 
fers and others which covers 
the students for the remaining 
years at Mansfield. 

However, Mr. Salter men-v 
tioned, for example, that he ; 

never turns away a graduate 
student if h e has the time to 
see him. 

The main purpose of the 
Counseling Center is to help 
students leam about them- 
selves, whether through in- 
dividual counseling or inter- 
action within a group, and to 
help students find their own 
goals, be they personal or 
vocational..

educative experience in- 
clude: J*air play, leader- 
ship, citizenship, respect 
for constituted authority and 
established rules of cdnpe* 
tition. 

But p ei haps,. the inost 
signiHcant value gained is 
respect for one's feUowman

petition of a phsycial and 
emotional nature on the 

playing field. All are ab- 
solutely essential to the 



character that needed 
as a base for strong leader- 
ship in our communitites, 
states and our nation. Never 
were these qualities more 
vitally needed than they 
are today in our frustrated 
and complex national and 
world society. 

Little consolation can 
be found in rationalizing 
that our total society has 
become more permissive and 
thiat violence has increased 
throughout the world. Gov- 
ernment statistics indicate 
that violence of all kinds 
has increased ten percent 
in the past year in the 

United States. However, few

In addition to the specific 
budget for 73/74, the College must project jieeds to 
77/78 tor iJsniring pigpoielB." 

Thus begins the decree issued ftom the President's 
desk to a meeting with departmental ciiainnen, who 
were quite stunned by it. With it came the news that 
Secretary of State Pittenger demands the presentation 
of a specific budget ftom the stftie colleges with a 
statement of growth plans and developments, all on 
nearly the present budget. Changes are to be made "to 
reduce recognizable areas of over-supply of graduates." 
In other words, the departmeitts ^ geimral sciences, 
B.S., library education, B.S., and German, B.S. and 
B.A. will be phased out of existence at MSG by 1974. 
Retrenchment. - 

This announcement was a blow to all three divisions, 
but the most controversy has arisen i cooc^ning the 
Gefmsn d^pMasM. The President inslstB tiiat ^ 
decision to phase out German instead of French Or 
Spanish wasn't his alone, and that he, in fact, sug- 
gested to drop one of the romance languages, but the 
general feeling was that it would be wrong to do such 
a thing, since those languages are "more popular." 

What the present dispute is about is whether or not 
the German department is the victim of persoiisi ^Rsor-^ 
ities and its elimination is being directed at one of 
its faculty members, namely (you guessed it), Howard 



President Park somewhat cautiously expressed his 
feelings that the retrenchment of German was due to 
the fact that the department is not contributing to the 
college's output of graduates. While he said that he 
was not trying to push anyone out of a job, was 
quick to express his dislike of Mr. Heaton. 

This dislike has existed since Heaton first became 
an administrator-under ti^e auspices of a personal 
friend. Dr. Schmitz. ; . 

Dr. Park gave several reasons why there has been a 
conflict between the two. He said of W, Heaton, 
"He's sick," and never belonged in the administrative 
branch. For one thing, he sometimes wore unusual 
clothing (i.e., not a s uit and tie)» For anoth er thing, 
the poster of the pregnant Girl Scout warning "Be 
F*repared" was not quite the most appropriate ornament 
for^ an administrator's ii^dbw. Neitiier was a pdllee 
dog exactly the most friendly guardian for students who 
came to discuss their problems wlth^Jlie assistants 
dean of academic affairs (but it sure beats a gun). 

On the other side of the "trench" stands Howard 
Heaton-staunchly and defiantly. He refuses to back 
down to his fioe and says he is not afraid to state his 
feelings before everyime on Van Norman Pield. He 
also believes in freedom of the press- 
Mr. Heaton feels the retrenchment of degrees in 
German is aimed at him. Because he has tenure, he 
wasn't forced to leave MSG when he resigned his ad- 
ministrative post. In another attempt to be rid of him, 
he says the President decided to phase out GN^rman, 
probably with the following in mind. 

Two of the four professors teaching German would 
have to go. One was fanning to leave at the end of 
this year, and the other would be the one least tenured^ 
Mr. Heaton. 3ut President Park miscalculated. Mr. 
Heaton was ^^dt least tenured and the so-called, plan*^ 
back-fired. 

Mr.. Heaton's reasons for believing Dr. Park was 
ooBspiring against him are numerous. While Dr. Park

These 
questions have dealt with 
such matters as the . nature 
of the comp^ttiQn, how to 
provide more specialized 
coaching assistance, how 
to organize recruitment of 
athletes and what we can 
do, withm conforence regii* 
lations, to make Mansfield 
even more attractive to those ' 
who want to compete, in 
varsity athletics. 

At no time has there be^y* 
any serious consideration 
^ven by this administra- 
tion to ^hepping oi 
current varsity sports. I 
do hope that all our varsity 
^tesra emi compete with tbf^^ 
expectatkm oT y reasoffii^B' 
success. When any one 



program is not reasonably 
successful, over a period 
to time, it is the responsi- 
bility of the Director of 
Athletics and othm in the 
administration to ask why, 
and to take steps to improve 
the situation. 

Mansfield students should, 
know that this administra- 
tion is also concerned that 
^jwe^ have - a welUtounded — 
prpg]^ of intramural and 
recreaitionai activities as 
well as varsity, and that 
wbnien have a proportionate 
oppojrtuyaity^ .Ja participate, 
in all phases of tiiie sports/ 
r^reation program.

Robert Sargent Shriver 
is 56 years old. He was 
bom in Westminister, Mary- 
land, the son. of a banker. 
Shriver graduated from Yale 
University, cum laude, and 
from Yale Law School where 
he edited the Yale Daily 
News, After graduation 
from law school, he en- 
listed in the Navy and 
'fought on battleships *in 
both the Atlantic and the 
Pacific duriiigWW II. 

Following the war, Shri- 
ver accepted a job offer 
at the Chicago Merchandise 



Mart and eventually wittked 
his - way up to assistant 
general manager. In 1953, 
he married the boss's daugh- 
ter, Eunice Kennedy. 

In 1961, Shriver was ap- 
pointed director of the 
Peace Corps which he 
developed into **one of 
the U.S.'8 most successful 
and faatest msming psm&tL_^ 
time agencies." In 1964. - 
Shriver took on the added 
job of Director of the Office 
of Economic Opportunity. 

In 1968, Shriver became 
the United States* Ambas- 
sador to France. While 
be was Ambassador, Franco- 
Aaorioain pelatioHs beeame^ 



the best that they had been 
in a decade. (Another 
strong factor in these im- 
proved relations was Presi- 
dent Nixon's admiration of 
General DeGaulle.) 

In 1970, Shriver resigned " 
as Ambassador ^d cam-> 
paigned briefly as an 
undeclared candidate for 
Governor of Marlyand against 
Democratic incumbent Mar- 
vin Mandel. When, he 
discovered that Mandel 
could not be unseated, 
Shriver accepted the posi- 
tion of head of Congression- 
al Ixiadership for the Future 
and, over the course of four 
inonths, canq^aigned for 
80 Democratic cmididates 
in 32 states.. ^ 

Following the jelection, - 
Shriver became a member of 
the law firm of Fried, Frank, 
Harris^ Shriver, and Kampel- 
man. The. Vice-Presidency 
is the first political office 
which Shriver has ever 
formally scHight.

The retrenchment issuet 
was not ihe en^ i^Qbject 
of the November 2 meeting 
of Faculty Council, but it 
was hy far the most import- 
tant, as evidenced by the 
presence of both Dr. Law- 
rence Parked Mf. Howard 
Heaton. The tone of the 
.meeting showed some hope 
for compromise in regard 
to phase-out, but such an 
action will call for a com- 
pletely revised budget within 
a few days* time. 

Shortly after the meeting 
was called to order, Dr. 
Dyck of the English de^ 
partment was called upon to 
speak in behalf of the 
language department.

—The conception that too 
much emphasis is placed 
on speaking a foreign langu- 
age is without reason. 
Being exposed to it early 
in life can't be harmfiil if 
handled correctly, for the 
earlier a language is taught, 
the more of it is retain&L 
-If any language is dropped , 
German should be the last, 
because the basis of Eng- 
lish is Germanic. 
—The most important reason 
to Htdach languages is that 
they are the key to universal 
brotherhood. "How can you 
love your brother if you 
can't understand him?" 
asked Dr. Dyck. 

In light of these reasons. 
Dr. Dyck made a motion to 
retain the languages offered 
by this college at the pre- 
sent time,, and if possible, 
to add more. Discussion on 
these allusions were post- 
pcmed and will be taken up 
at a later date. 

The main speaker of the 
evening was Dr. Park, who 
was invited to address the 
council, and at the same 
time, realized, that the bud- 
get program is a sensitive 
issue.

The physical campus 
like the physical theater 
provides the stag^ and^ the 
props; the raison d'etre, 
the salient import of the 
College likte the theater is 
evident when the actors 
act, when students and 
professors "do their thing". 
It is the obligation of ad- 
ministrators- Jto assist the 
sI»k1( Dfs * and faculty to 
execute what must be their 
laoduction-not the presi- 
dent's not the administra- 
tion%« Administrators must 
relegate judgment to those 
imminently involved in the 
educational process and 
resist " the temptation to 
interfere or editorialize. 

Having established the 
point tiiat administrators 
cannot truly have substan- 
tive educational objectives 
for the College,, it is evident 
that the baiy politic— the 
students and Faculty-will 
and must. Since the admin- 
isttittion cannot establish 
tibese objectives, what 
should administrators and 
presidents be doing? Clearly 
they function to execute the 
will of the students and 
the faculty. With varying 
degrees of sejnsitivity they 
should function as academic 
seismographs. They must

As instruments, adminis- 
trators are not empowered-— 
to act independently.

Washington-President Nixon 
has solidified his personal 
leadership with a crushing 
defeat of George McGovem. 
Bat once again, Nixon^s 
Republican party failed to 
regain control of Congress. 
The Democrats increased 
their majority by two, 57 to 
43. The GOP made a few 
inroads in the House but fell 
short of the 39 member 
increase they needed to 
regain control. It appears 
that the new House wiU 
be 243 to 192 in favor of 
the Demoicrats.

Three Factions Settle Professor JEvaluation Controversy

-^^0S© recent controversy 
oyer professor evaluation has 
iitially been settled to the 
satisfaction of the adminiSr 
tration, faculty* and student 
body, thanks to a compromise 
fsmi all sides* Howeveri the 
effe^v^iess of the piogram 
yet renndiifi .to be se^. , , 

Basically, the issue' was 
not essentially over the 
of evaluation. 
The questionnas^ to be dis- 
tributed in classes, which is 
based on the form used by 
Princeton University, was 
accepted by a joint committee 
of students, faculty, and 
administrators. The tech- 
nical problem that arose was 
based on the procedure of 
student evaluation, and not 
^ over-all Bvaluation* 

Doficitncies 

The two major points, that 
the student senate disagreed 
with the committee of admin- 
istratOFS and faculty on< were 
deficiencies withlft the pio- 
cedure. ' ' 

First, the. senate wanted 
annual e^htatioA of all 
rpifafeasorft, boffi tenured arid 
non-tenured. The faculty 
felt that the only professors 
who should be subjected to 
this annual evaluation were 
those without tenu^. Ten- 
ured educators, ^ ^ey felt, 
should be evaluated only 
once every three years, as 
stipulated in their contracts. 

The second point of con-; 
troversy- was-ietweOT Uie 
faculty and the administra- 
tion.. The administration re- 
quested a copy of the results 
of the evaluation; the faculty 
disai^eed ^ith this request. 



The Agrteinent 

The agreement that was 
finally reached was the re- 
vSuU of long hours of discus- 
sion between Tom Laverty 
and Fred Bubeck, president 
and vice-president ctf SOAi 
and Deans Peltier, Pincus, 
and Dr. DeGenaro. 

In regard to the first pdint 
dealing with annual evalua- 
tiqn, it was agreed that 
would be an annual stiident 
evaluation of all non-tenured 
faculty. As for tenured 
faoilty, there will also be an 
annual student evaluation, 
but the Departmental Evalua- 
tion Committee will detemiiiie 
when during the three-year 
cycle a full evaluation will 
take place. Toured faculty 
will also have three or four 
people evaulate them, and a 
summary of their opinions 
will Jbe used. 

As for the administration- 
faculty conflict, it was de- 
,,cid^JJiat tha^dminiatration 
n/vould receive a copy of the 
evaluation results only with 
the understanding that the 
printouts would not become a 
part of the "personal file of 
the instructor and that no 
personal actions would be 
based m the printouts. 

Copies of the forms will 

also be sent to the Depart- 
mental Evaluation Committee, 
the Student Government 
Association, and the Office 
of Academic Affairs. 

The manner in which 
the evaluation will be con- 
ducted allows the students 
to have the ii^t cohl^l 
of it. 

The day the evaluation 



is to take place, each 

professor will pick up the 
forms from his mailbox* and . 
if need be, have a Stedent 
distribute them to his class 
and read to the students the 
instructions. When the 
questionnaires are completed 
^e students will put them 
in an envelope, which is 
&en sealed and delivered ^ 
to the computer center, 
where they will be proces- 
1^ sent to the pic^r 
places mentioned above. 

The Application 

This student evaluation 
does not apply to stud^t 
teaching supervision, prac- 
ticum supervision, or libra- 
rians. ' 

Hie procedure, having 
been accepted by all parties 
concerned, will now become 
a pait of theiaculty's con- 

^ tSBCt. 

The students must be 
reminded that evaluation 
is not a tool to hang pro- 
fessors; it is intended to 
point out professors' weak- 
nesses and l^elp bring about 
improvements > within the 
system. The students must 
therefore be rational, for 
this is~^e"ftfst^me the 
student body has really 
beeriO^gi^n the opportunity 
to (Express its al f in the 
protiDotion of the —fleiculty. 

In return for their efforts 

a booklet will be printed 
and distributed to the stu* 
dents, containing som0 of 
results of the evaluation to 
aid students in course 
selections. Therefore, - 
an honest evaluation will 
beniefit tbe student in the

Last week, Governor Shapp 
vetoed HB 800 (HB stands fo^ 



House Bill indicating that the 

hill originated in the State 
House of Representatives) 
wlucTT^wouId^TMive" strictly 
prohibited abortion. 

The State House tried to 
override the Governor* s veto 
but failed; the final vote was. , 
102 to 76^ with 136 votes ^ 
needed to override the veto. 

A week prior to his vetoing 
of the proposal, Shapp re- 
quested that the General 
Assembly recall the bill and 
insert changes making it more 
libera L . 

.At this time, the, Governor, 
also, requested that the Gen-^ 
era! Assembly not take action 
oh the measure until after an 
expected decision by the U.S. . 
Supreme Court regarding the 
cons titutionality o f abortion 
Taws. 

Representative Ri'^sell 
La Marca(D— Berks), a Roman 
Catholic, said wjen spc'xking 
of I IB 800: "I (Snnot accept 
abortion law indiscriminately, 
bu< the law must allow few the 
human excentiona" 

Executive director, 
James J. McGuire, o^ the 
Pennsylvanians for Human 
Life, a group which backed 
the bill, stated: **lt is un- 
believable that the governor 
wdnts to spare tiie lives of 
convicted criminals and, 
yet, by his veto has con- 
demned thousands of inno- 
cent unborn children to 
death*." 

Some statements from Gov- 
ernor Shupp*.s veto message 
are as follows:
